NEW TORK, Mar. 22—Thht it is not 
only quite feasible to produce an air­ 
plane that will be Inherently stable 
and virtually fly itself until its fuel is 
exhausted but one that will eveh land 
itself was one of the surprising state­ 
ments made at a recent aeronautical 
meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers, held in conjunction with 
the aeronautical 
show.

sessions and heard papers by officers ( 
prominent in the army and navy a in 
service.

The statement with regard to a self­ 
landing plane was made by C. H. Day. 
chief engineer of the Standard Air­ 
craft Corporation, Elizabeth, N. J. Aft­ 
er reviewing the history of heavier- 
than-air machines and crediting the 
first experiments to a Taranto philos­ 
opher by the name of Archytas who 
lived about 400 B. C., Mr. Day launch­ 
ed into "The Commercial Future of 
Airplanes from the Engineer’s Stand­ 
point" 
“A. great deal of attention has been 
given to devices to increase the stabil­ 
ity of the airplane, with an idea that 
this will greatly increase its safety," 
he said. "I do not believe the develop­ 
ment of such devices will greatly en­ 
hance the future of the airplane. The 
ease with which pilots have learned 
to fly 
existing 
training 
machines 
would certainly Indicate that the sta­ 
bility of these airplanes is sufficient 
for present needs, and Investigation 
will show that the majority of acci­ 
dents have been due either to colli­ 
sions in the air or bad landings and 
not through any inability of the pilot 
to control the actions of the machine. 
"By fixing the rudder on such a ma­ 
chine, it will fly almost indefinitely 
with all controls released and. in case 
of motor stoppage, will assume a na­ 
tural gliding angle and maintain that 
gliding angle until 
it 
reaches 
the 
ground. With good air conditions, it 
would even make a safe landing lf 
the ground Bere suitable. While rid­ 
ing as a passenger in such a machine 
three years ego, I personally saw all 
these things demonstrated in flight. 
"To my mind the most important de­ 
velopment for the future will be that 
which will enable airplanes to land in 
extremely small fields, or literally, in 
a man’s beck yard. And this must be 
obtained at not too great a sacrifice 
of high speed.

He declares Dodges will contest 
Ford s withdrawal to the lim its of the 
law'. 
“There would be no attem pt to keep 
either Ford or his son in the firm if 
they desire to retire, but Henry Ford 
is under contract to the Ford Motor 
Co. aud he will not be allowed to leave 
the firm and start a competitive busi­ 
ness.” said Mr. Stevenson. 
“Both the Ford genius aud his name 
are under contract. 
The Ford organi­ 
zation will not allow him to withdraw 
those without legal protest, 
and the 
oourts certainly will uphold the pres­ 
ent company. 
Mr. Ford is alto under 
the 
company. 
There are men con­ 
nected with the Ford plant fully as 
com petent as either Mr. Ford or his 
son to carry on the business, so the 
protest is not because of loss of their 
services but because of the nature of 
the new business in which they th reat­ 
en to engage.
